C. pRniPrr DESCRIPTION 

1 . The system is intended to expand on the tiut« "QuickCourt" kiosks now operatmg m 
Maricopa and Puna counties. The three existing kiosks were installed as a "pilot 
project" to determine tiie feasibility of a self-service facility for court infonnation. 
The pilot project was ftinded by a grant from tiie State Justice Institute. The existing 
kiosk equipment is owned by tiie pilot sites, but tiie system and application software 
is owned by others and may not be available to the successfiil vendor. 
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
